man woman. 


Special agents 
gathered at the 


•F. B. I. headquarters here last night 
and received "sealed" instructions 
from Vetterli. 


The destinations of the G-men 


setting out to track down other al 
leged members 
of the combine 


could not be ascertained. 


"I cannot discuss the case now,* 


Vetterli told reporters. "No state 
ment of any kind will be made un- 
til the case is complete."

originated in Germany, and that 
the former army sergeant admitted 
he was "in the process" of trying to 
purloin secret designs of two su- 
per-modern United States navy air- 
craft carriers. 


Fraulein Hoffman, Vetterli said, 


had in her possession a coded letter 
offering $1.000 for information on 
the construction of the aircraft 
carriers Enterprise and Yorktown. 
Vetterli said she also had a coded 
list betraying the identity of New 
York espionage agents xvho were 
paid for American military infor- 
mation already transmitted to the 
European nation.

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New Mexico Tax Upheld 
By U. S. Supreme Court 
Washington —m— The supreme 


court sustained today a 2 per cent 
gross receipts tax imposed by New 
Mexico upon income derived from 
out-of-statc advertising by the pub- 
lisher of Western Live Stock, an 
Albuquerque farm magazine. 


Th-e 1934 levy, entitled the emer- 


gency school fund tax also applies, 
among other things, to newspapers. 
It is imposed on all the advertising 
revenue, but the livestock magarme 
attacked the levy only as applied to 
advertising received from outside 
New Mexico. 


Justice Stone delivered the opin- 


ion that affirmed a ruling by the 
New Mexico Supreme court up- 
holding the assessment. 


Justice Roberts delivered

Court Ruling- 


The supreme court of the United 
Slater ruled in a unanimous opin- 
ion on Feb. 10, 1936. that this tax 
was a limitation on the freedom of 
the press. Radio is admittedly to- 
day a form of transmitting knowl- 
edge to the people, in fact some 
public officials contend it is more 
far-resching than other instrumen- 
talities because of its mechanical 
advantages for instantaneous com- 
munication. But, however that may 
be, radio broadcasting is considered 
by almost everybody nowadays one 
of the major means of imparting 
knowledge and hence, it will be 
contended, should be as immune 
from interference as is the press. 


Some confusion 
has arisen be- 


cause the radio companies get their 
wave lengths assigned to them by 
the federal government, and from 
this it has been erroneously as- 
sumed that the government can do 
as it pleases about regulating or 
imposing taxes on radio broadcast- 
ing. But the falsity of such an as- 
sumption is apparent from a legal 
viewpoint, at least when it is real- 
ized that newspapers and maga- 
zines obtain and pay fees for sec- 
ond class mail privileges also de- 
rived from the government, but this 
does not in any way authorize the 
federal government to exact a 
larger charge or fee for publishing 
companies of larger than smaller 
circulation for carrying a single 
copy'through the mails. 


Principal of Tax 


There has never been any such 


discriminatory tax on size of circu- 
lation, and if the principle of a 
graduated tax, based on rize of 
listener audience, is ever upheld 
by the courts with respect to radio 
stations, it would seem that news- 
papers and magazines would there- 
after be vulnerable from the same 
federal taxing power. 


It is only necessary to substitute 


the words "broadcasting station" 
and "listener audience" for the 
terms "newspapers" and "circula- 
tion," respectively, in the follow- 
ing extra from the unanimous su- 
preme court opinion of 1936 in or- 
der to see how much of a parity ra- 
dio stations and newspapers really 
are with respect to tax restrictions 
imposed on instrumentalities that 
disseminate knowledge to the pub- 
lic.

we have sair to suggest that tnc 
owners of newspapers arc immune 
from any of the ordinary forms of 
taxation for support .of the govern- 
ment. But this is not an ordinary 
form of tax, but one single in 'tind, 
with a long history of hostile mis- 
use against the freedom of the 
press 


Predominant Purpose 


"The predominant purpose of the 


grant of immunity here invoked 
was to preserve an untrammelled 
press as a vital source of public 
information. The newspapers, mag- 
azines and other journals of the 
country, it is safe to say, have shed 
more light on the public and busi- 
ness affairs of the nation than any 
other instrumentality of publicity: 
and since informed public opinion 
is the most potent of all restraints 
upon rr.isgovernment, the suppres- 
sion or abridgement of the publi- 
city afforded by a free press cannot 
be regarded otherwise than with 
grave concern. 


"The tax here involved is bad not 


because it takes money from the 
pockets of the appellees. If that 
were all, a wholly different ques- 
tion would be presented. It is bad 
because, in the light of its history, 
and of its present setting, it is seen 
to be a deliberate and calculated 
device in the guise of a tax to limit 
the circulation of information to 
which the public is entitled in vir- 
tue of constitutional guarantees. A 
free press stands as one of the 
great interpreters between the gov- 
ernment and the people. To allow 
it to be fettered is to fetter our- 
selves . . . . 


the radio tax idea will, of course, 
deny that they have any intention 
of limiting the circulation of large 
broadcasting stations. It is not es- 
pecially relevant just what their 
purposes are because, after all, ev- 
ery destructive tax ever imposed 
was always first suggested as a 
"revenue producing" levy. Graduat- 
ed taxes on bigness as such have 
been upheld by the supreme court 
when levied on chain stores, but can 
such taxes also be imposed on in- 
struments of transmitting knowl- 
edge to the public? This is the real 
issue, and, if the press and the ra- 
dio are on all fours as means of dis- 
seminating knowledge, then 
it 


would seem the imposition of the 
radio tax could be restrained by 
court action. 


Challenge View 


Unfortunately, on other occasions, 


the National Broadcasting company, 
by its own public statements, has 
tactlessly conceded that it construes 
the radio law to mean that the Fed- 
eral Communications commission 
has broad rights over broadcasting 
itself, derived from the wording of 
the act which refers to regulation in 
the "Public interest, convenience 
and necessity." 
Such a view has 


been challenged by competent law- 
yers familiar with broadcasting law 
who insist that the regulatory pow- 
er held by the F. C. C. is merely to 
allocate wave lengths and regulate 
the mechanical side of broadcasting 
and that, except for the general 
laws governing libel and obscene 
publication the government 
has 


nothing to say about whether any 
program is "in the public interest 
"or whether it meets the specifica- 
tion of "public convenience or ne- 
cessity." 


Some day, the radio industry will 


become awakened to the danger it 
has run of allowing itself to be con- 
sidered in a special class just be- 
cause it gets some mechanical fa- 
cilities from the government. An- 
alogous facilities have been granted 
to other forms of communication, 
such as publishers who use second 
class mail, yet this has not in any 
way increased the federal regula- 
tory power over the actual user of 
such facilities. 


Easy To Destroy 


Taxation is an easy device with 


which to destroy a free press and a 
free radio. Officials of the Federal 
Communications commission non- 
chalantly say the tax on radio sta- 
tions can easily be passed on to the 
advertisers and -hence ultimately to 
the consuming public. But the 
lion of degree is covered by the 


crs.

from advertising, and, second 
its 


direct tendency is to restrict circu- 
lation. This is plain enough when 
we consider that, if it were increas- 
ed to a high degree, it well might 
result in destroying both advertis- 
ing and circulation." ' 


Once granted that the congress 
has the power to levy a graduated 
tax based on the size or transmis- 
sion range of a broadcasting station, 
the opportunity is given to the gov- 
ernment to destroy the economic 
livelihood of such stations 
when- 
ever speeches or news items broad- 
cast from such large stations happen 
to displease the party in power. It 
will be argued that the federal gov- 
ernment, by its right to issue or re- 
yoke licenses, already can punish 
individual stations, but here again 
there has been 
no clear 
case 


brought before the supreme court of 
the United States that in any way 
sanctions such arbitrary use of a 
discretionary power which was 
originally aimed at mechanical al- 
location of wave lengths rather than 
program content.

MEXICO BACKS UP ON A 


MOSCOW IDEA 


Mexico adopted something of the ex- 


treme socialist code when it fixed twenty 
vears in prison as the maximum punish- 
ment for murder. The idea is borrowed 
from Moscow as part of the idealology 
that the wrongs inflicted upon cither a 
person or property arc as nothing in com- 
parison to the wrongs that may be inflict- 
ed upon social theories whose violation 
is the only offense that merits the death 
penalty. 


But socialist theories that sound so well 


as men talk across a board stained with 
beer work out poorly when theory is 
abandoned for practise. 


Note the case at Tia Juana, a town 


whose name means "Aunt Jane," though 
if anyone ever had an aunt so sour look- 
ing and bedeviled they would hide her 
back of the silo. 


A Tia Juana resident attacked and 


slew an eight year old girl He was ap- 
prehended. 
The common people of Tia 


Juana considered a twenty year sentence 
for such an offense something like a drop 
of rain in the ocean. They arose in their 
might and tipped over the beer tables. 
They even assaulted the army and started 
burning government buildings. It is easy 
enough to lull people to sleep when one 
croons some of these beautiful lullabies 
concerning the rights of men but a twenty 
year sentence and the sadly broken body 
of an innocent child just do not make 
sense whether one has been educated in 
school or makes a cross for his signature. 


So the socialist government of Mexico 


retreated. And its retreat was a sort of 
burlesque frame-up. It resorted to what 
it calls the "ley fuga" or the law of the 
fugitive which is simply that a fugitive 
may be shot. So it became necessary to 
make a fugitive of the killer, and even if 
he didn't care to be a fugitive. The way 
the show was staged indicates how little 
attention is paid to law in a socialist 
state when necessity must be met. 


It was planned to take the killer to a 


cemetery. 
The Los Angeles reporters 


were there ahead of him. A crowd of sev- 
eral hundred local citizens had likewise 
preceded him. The army even knew where 
he was to become a fugitive since they 
had half a company of soldiers planted 
in the same cemetery. 


The jail was opened. The killer who 


didn't want to 
become a fugitive 
was 


dragged out and put in a car. Other cars 
full of soldiers followed, bent, of course, 
upon preventing (sic) the escape of the 
prisoner. When the cemetery was reached 
the killer wouldn't get out of his car. 
He didn't think much of the fugitive busi- 
ness. He was dragged out. He was kicked 
and cuffed to make him run. 
He was 


even shown the direction in which he must 
flee. 
Finally he ran. 
And then he was 


slain. 


In this instance we not only have a 


good example of socialist reasoning in vio- 
lent opposition to human experience and 
which the people will not tolerate, and 
you find that such a country ceases to be 
a nation of laws and becomes a nation of 
men, that is to say principles are adopted 
or abandoned for the sake of argument but 
the day's events are solved entirely by the 
standard of their appeal and irrespective 
of consistencv.

A BAFFLED FATHER 


The other night, in one of our large 


cities, a young man held up several taxi 
drivers. He wasn't very good at it. Caught, 
he explained that he was penniless and had 
a baby who needed milk. He had tried to 
get work, without success. He had pawned 
his coat to buy food. At last he felt des- 
perate and unjustly treated and set out to 
take by violence what he thought the 
world owed him. 


A wave of sympathy followed publica- 


tion of the story. A trucking company 
gave him a job. Generous people fed his 
hungry family and gave them needed sup- 
plies. 


The young man, however, was in the 


hands of the law. His case came before 
a judge who believed that wrong was 
wrong, no matter what the provocation. 
"I will not glorify anybody who goes out 
robbing with a gun," he said, shocking 
many people and setting them to thinking. 
"Did you ask the taxi drivers if their 
babies needed milk?" 


The judge refused to consider proba- 


tion for this first offender and set his bail 
at 32,000, an impossible sum for him to 
raise. In jail, he could not go to work at 
the job he had been given. A jury trial, 
with a lot of hokum and an uncertain out- 
come is still ahead. 


Unfortunately it is not an unusual 


story. But what a mess of wrong think- 
ing, wrong acting, social injustice, human 
shortsightedness, judicial rigidity and gen- 
eral unintelligence it all comes to!

Helen Keller, most 
famous of 
the 


world's blind people bince Homer, seems 
to sec with surprising clearness what is 
going on in the world, and what it needs. 
She writes in a letter to a college pub- 
lication: 


"Let us remember to include among 


our standards the highest truth—that hu- 
man welfare is the only ultimate goal, the 
sole justification for the immense enthu- 
siasm and the great sacrifices laid upon 
the altar of learning. 
Civilization ex- 


pands or collapses as we foster or neglect 
the central ideal—to multiply the bless- 
ings and lessen the calamities of man- 
kind. 


"The momentous need to which all our 


present problems point is to gather all 
philosophies, ethics and knowledge into 
a Science of Man. Is not this the highest 
scholarship, which shall bring peace, san- 
ity and healing to a fear-driven, bewil- 
dered world?" 


Dr. Alexis Carrel who wrote the great 


book, "Man the Unknown," would agree 
with Miss Keller about tin's. 
So would 


the great eighteenth century poet Pope, 
who said "The proper study of mankind is 
Man." 
What human knowledge is for is 


mainly to make human life more worth 
living. It would be a wonderful thing if 
all the boys and girls going to college 
could start with this idea and hold to it. 


INCOME PARADOX 


Workers who were fortunate enough to 


have full employment in 1P37, the Brook- 
ings Institution reports, enjoyed a higher 
real income and more leisure than in 1929. 
But there were eight or nine million work- 
ers without jobs, and they brought down 
the average real income (income in rela- 
tion to cost of living) 15 per cent below 
that of 1929. 


The real income of fanners and some 


wage groups was higher and hourly wages 
in many industries were above 1929 aver- 
ages. Again, weekly earnings in manu- 
facturing during the first part of 1937 
were only 6.5 per cent lower than the 1929 
average, ,.while living costs were down 16 
per cent. 


These pleasing figures show only a part 


of the picture. The other details include 
the many wholly unemployed and the 
many on short or irregular working sched- 
ules that make annual incomes low even 
though hourly wages arc high. 


Does not the country need to think 


more in terms of increased production 
and adequate annual income?

Lenten regulations for this year 


as outlined in a letter from the Rt. 
Rev. Paul P. Rhode, bishop 
of

Defining abstinence, the letter 


points out that it means refraining 
from the use of flesh meat. Fasting, 
in the sense of the church, means to 
take only one full meal a day. Cus- 
tom permits a moderate luncheon 
as a second meal, and a light break- 
fast consisting of a cup of coffee or 
similar drink and a slice of broad. 
All persons who have finished their 
seventh year of life are bound by 
the law of abstinence, and all those 
are bound by the law of fast who 
have completed the twenty-first 
year of life and have not begun 
their sixtieth. 


In general all the days of lent are 


fast days excepting Sundays when 
there is neither fast nor abstinence. 
The use of flesh meat is permitted 
at the principal meal on Mondays 
Tuesday.
